Cattle prices reversed their $1 
to $3 decline of the last two weeks 
and were 25 to 5 cents higher than 
yesterday’s close although top 
price paid today for one load of 
steers was $31, compared to $32 
paid for five loads yesterday. Re- 
ceipts at 6000 wer down slightly 
from the same day a week ago. 

Veal calves dropped about $1

ceipts of 2800. There were 3500 
sheep and lambs on hand today 
as trading opened on a steady to 
firm basis. 

Although most retail food prices 
were holding the line today after 
some declines during the last two 
weeks, the rise in wholesale prices 
was causing some apprehension 
among retail dealers. 

The Associated Press weighted 
wholesale price index of 35 basic 
commodities jumped 2.13 points 
over the weekend to a present fig- 
ure of 192.26.

In a study of net sales of 288 
companies. in 20 indutries, the 
8 reported seven cigarette com- 
panies made net sales of $2,150,- 
046,000 in 1946, a gain of $441,007,- 
000 over 1945 sales.

est need. 

If Secretary Anderson could see 
beyond the next election, he would 
tell the American people some- 
thing a trifle more complicated. 
He would say: “We can of course 
reduce food exports in the hope 
of lowering the home price level. 
It may well work. But before we 
do so, every one in the country 
should realize that the lowest 
price will be the hideous catastro- 
phe of another war, and that quite 
possibly the very death of freedom 
in the world will be included in 
our little bill from fate.” 

Not dollars alone, so carefully 
guarded by Representative Taber, 
are involved in the present crisis. 
Food is also desperately impor- 
tant. Most Italians are even now 
living on a meal and a half a day, 
of which the full meal consists of 
the half pound bread ration.

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Tough Talk, But— 

Without too blithely minimizing the Palestine 
problem, it is possible to sprinkle quite a few 
large grains of salt on the fervid speech in which 
Jamal Husseini, nephew of the Nazi-collaborating 
Mufti, yesterday told the United Nations that the 
Arabs will fight to “the last drop of blood” 
rather than accept the partition of the Holy Land 
or see it turned into a federalized state. 

The Arab League is quick with-threats. Its 
representatives are almost as ready for a tough 
speech as are Molotov and Vishinsky. But they 
really would hate to be called upon to make géod 
their bluster, What deters them is the knowl- 


edge that the économic sanctions about which. 


they talk so much would hurt them considerably 
more than they would embarrass Great Britain 
and the United States—the usual targets of this 
oratory.. : 

If they wanted to, the Arabs could be annoy- 
ing. They could revoke international aviation 


landing rights, deny entry visas, make things dif- 


ficult for foreign business men, boycott British 
and American educational institutions, * on. 
They could even refuse to sell raw mate a 

Of the latter, the most important certainly is 
Middle Eastern oil. The British are heavily de- 
pendent on it, and it is becoming increasingly 
important to us. The oil agreements, however, 
are virtually foolproof. Furthermore, the British 
and the American oil operators have the per- 
sonal assurance of men like King Ibn Saud 
that they are not to be penalized for. any pro- 
Zionist policy their governments might adopt. 
These promises, of course, might be broken 
easily enough were it not for one big fact: oil is 
just about the only source of revenue in coun- 
tries like Iraq and Saudi Arabia; and their rulers 
want that money even more than Westerners 
want the oil. 

When it comes to invoking sanctions, London 
and Washington actually hold much better hands 
than do the Arabs. As the New York Times’ 
Clifton Daniel cables from Jerusalem, King Ibn 
Saud’s cherished development program for his 
country is being financed entirely by oil money- 
Lebanon counts on an American pipe line for 
prosperity. Egypt and Iraq need the backing of 
English sterling for their currencies. Syria is 
trying to buy arms in the United States. Trans- 
Jordan’s army marches on a British subsidy. And 
virtually all of the Arab states want either 
British or American military, engineering, com- 
mercial and financial help and advice. 

Oh, some of the Arab hotheads may be ready 
to spurn all that. They threaten to turn toward 


> "Russia. But the Soviet Union simply cannot 


meet Arab needs. Furthermore, the last thing 
that the conservative business element in the 
Arab states wants to do is to open them to Com- 
munist penetration. And it is far and away the 
dominant element. 

So it is that most Arab League conferences— 
such as that held at Bludan near Damascus last 
June—usually adopt two sets of resolutions, one 
public and one secret. The public resolutions, of 
course, recognize fire-eating nationalism, but it 
is a safé guess that the secret set is much more 
realistic. As Mr. Daniel warns, there is always a 
possibility that strong words may inflame Arab 
fanaticism and “drive it to attempt the impos- 
sible.” But the chances are that the Arab lead- 
ers are more careful where they can be heard by 
their followers than they sometimes are at Lake 
Success. 

If they have their way, they will do much talk- 
ing about sanctions without resorting to them. 
That being so, the odds favor a negotiated settle- 
ment rather than bloodshed.

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Bipartisan Social Security 


Although the birth of the Social Security 
program was widely deplored by Repub- 
licans, that brain- child of the New Deal faces 
the present G.O.P. Congress without fear. 
... Legislative veterans predict that as soon 
as the Republicans get around to it.. . they 
will enact one or more spectacular social 
security measures.

Chairman Millikin of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has appointed is any criterion, the predic- 
tion is on the way to fulfillment. The council 
seems an especially good one. It includes such 
men as CIO Vice President Emil Rieve; Director 
Frank Bane of the Council of State Govern- 
ments; Sumner Slichter of Harvard, and, as 
chairman, former Secretary of State Stettinius.

Covering only two fifths of the country’s work- 
ers, the present law misses many who need pro- 
tection most, such as farm labor. So conserva- 
tive a body as the United States Chamber of 
Commerce wants it to take in everyone it can 
without encountering insuperable administrative 
difficulties. The logic for larger benefits to 
both unemployed and retired workers is strong. 
The campaign for universal health insurance will 
not die in a nation with a daily sick-list of 
7,000,000 and too little medical service. 

The need for a better social security system is 
beyond partisanship. Along with Senators Wag- 
ner, Murray and Pepper, Senators Vandenberg, 
Millikin, Taft and Aiken see its necessity and its 


promise. But how much, how far and in what 


ways are still red-hot questions. The blue-rib- 
bon advisory council should be able to cool some 
of them, broaden the area of agreement and lead 
to new legislative landmarks. 
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To Curb Speculation 

In resisting rules to’ control speculation, the 
Chicago Board of Trade and other grain ex- 
changes are making precisely the sathe mistake 
that the New York Stock Exchange made 15 or 
20 years ago. 3 

The Stock Exchange was warned that uncon- 
trolled speculation was o the way to dis- 
aster, But its members were mak 
cleanup and refused to liste. 

When the ‘crash came, however, they had to 
listen. They listened to the denunciation of 
Franklin Roosevelt on Inauguration day, when 
the banks were closed and the nation was in 
crisis. Here is what President Roosevelt said: 

. . rulers of the exc of mankind's 


goods have failed through ir own stub- . 
bornness and their own incompetence, have 


admitted their failure and 71 abdicated. 
Practices of the unscrupulous 5 
stand indicted in the court of public : on, 


rejected by the hearts and minds of men. 
True, they have tried, but their efforts | 
have been cast in the pattern of an outworn 
tradition. They know only the rules of a 
generation of selfseekers. They have no 
vision, and where there is no vision the 
people perish. | 
Every word of this castigation applies just as 


much to the greedy, blind men who control the 


grain exchanges as it applied to the Stock Ex- 
change manipulators in 1933. 

No one is deceived by the “sliding scale” of 
increased margins placed in effect yesterday by 


Mr. McClintock, president of the Chicago Board 


of Trade. It is an obvious smokescreen and 
already had Been condemned as inadequate by 
the Commodity Exchange Authority. 

Under this plan, Wheat will have to rise to 
$4.50 a bushel before the down payment amounts 
to the one-third margin demanded by the Com- 
modity Exchange Authority. And a one-third 


down payment is patently insufficient to protect _ 


the public from speculation on food prices. 


If speculators are allowed to use every pros- 


pective commitment of food for Europe as an 
occasion to add a dime, a quarter or a dollar to 
the price of grain, public pressure may doom the 
Marshall plan irretrievably. 

“The unscrupulous moneychangers stand in- 
dicted in the court of public opinion, rejected in 
the hearts and minds of men.” Let them be re- 
jected by the law also, as the old Stock Ex- 
change was rejected. 
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The Baltimore Typographical Union has agreed 
to bargain. This development may be regarded 
as-a victory in the fight for Management recog- 
nition. 
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How to Utilize a Ghost 


It is rank derogation of a ghost to make no 
more use of one than is being made by B. Key 
of Eel Pie island, Twickenham, England. Mr. 
Key is seeking a reduction in the tax assessment 
on a 300-year-old house of his because he says 
there is a ghost in it. 7 

The gentleman from Eel Pie should regard the 
thing from the positive as well as the negative 
side. Why not an extra food ration, why not an- 
other dependent for purposes of income tax pay- 
ment? After all, does Mr. Key believe in his 
ghost or doesn’t he? 

The grain markets are balking at restrictions 
on margins. With respect to the starvation in 
Europe, the general idea seems to be to let em 
eat futures. 
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The Right to Be Heard 

A point of the utmost importance in connec- 
tion with the picketing of Senator Taft's recent 
speaking engagements is made by Roscoe Drum- 
mond in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. To 
him, the demonstrations were unwarranted inter- 
ferences with the right of free speech—a right 
of which labor always has been intensely jealous. 
He is correct. How can a union leader insist on 
being heard and yet not be willing that others 
should be heard? 

Mr. Drummond’s protest was written before 
last Tuesday's utterly inexcusable flare-up of 
hooliganism which, resulted in actual injury to 
Mr. Taft. The pi@eting of which Mr. Drum- 
mond speaks was orderly, even if the pickets’ 
placards were not always in good taste. He 
criticizes an organized effort to keep the other 
fellow's side of the argument from being heard. 
That, we believe, is action in the spirit of ,. 
talitarianism. 

Fortunately, some labor leaders also are dis- 
turbed. For instance, Martin A. Dillmon, editor 
of the St. Louis Union Labor Advocate, said in 
a letter to the Post-Dispatch yesterday: Much 
as I dislike and deplore the Taft-Hartley Act, I 
would like to have Senator Taft come to St. 
Louis and make the best defense he can of this 
unprecedentedly harsh labor-curb law. . . . No 
proposal to disturb or demonstrate against the 
Senator would be sanctioned by the Central 
Trades and Labor Union.“ 

We do not agree with Mr. Dillmon's out-and- 
out denunciation of the Taft-Hartley Act, but we 


‘do applaud his understanding of basic civil liber- 


ties. We are glad that he recognizes that free- 
dom of speech must be accorded to those of an- 
other outlook. Democracy flourishes because of 
such intellectual contests. 

No labor union, chamber of commerce or po- 
lice department can decide that anybody should 
or should not be-heard. Regard for this prin- 
ciple sometimgs seems to play into the hands of 
the Gerald L. K. Smiths. But even to them, the 
proper answer is not suppression. 

The West Coast labor leaders who sanctioned 
the picket lines against Senator Taft forgot this. 
In doing so, they dishonored themselves, In try- 
ing to deny him ap audience, they risked their 
own freedom. It is to be hoped that as the na- 
tion moves inte another presidential campaign, 
it will see no more such disgraceful displays. 
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Somehow we do not take so much comfort in 
the proposal for the two-thirds rule to be adopt- 
ed by the United Nations for votes on halting 
aggressors. As we understand it, UN is strug- 
gling to arrive at the point at which Democratic 
national conventions used to be stuck.

Pickets and Free Speech

Picket lines wherever Senator Taft appears are disturbing to corre- 
spondent; right to criticize him or to protest against labor law not 
denied, but these demonstrations impair his chance to get a fair 
hearing, threaten open campaigning which is essential to democraty.

SEATTLE. 

Senator Robert A. Taft is finding him- 
self the target of something new—and po- 
tentially something very dangerous — in 
American politics: a picket line against 
political discussion. 

It looked like only a good-natured joke 
when, in the early wake of passage of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, the unions picketed the 
marriage ceremony of the Senator’s son in 
a Detroit suburban 
church a few weeks 
ago. Senator Taft 
himself took it as an 
amusing joke and re- 
marked at the time 
that “the labor lead- 
ers were just trying 
to make sure there 
would be no more 
Tafts.” 

The picket lines 
continue to be good- 
natured. There is no 
disorder, no sign of 
violence. (Editor's 
note: This was writ- 8 f 
ten prior to the hooli- enetor lett 
ganism which resulted in a painful injury 
of the Senator's hand.) But they are be- 
ginning to look like something quite differ- 
ent than a joke. They are beginning to 
look like a serious blow at the spirit and 
the tradition of free speech and free as- 
sembly in American political life. 


Violence to Fair Play 


Not that Senator Taft is particularly dis- 
turbed or even considers his presidential 
prospects hurt by these tactics. That is 
not the issue. Actually, he believes his cam- 
paign is being benefited by the picketing 
tactics. That is not.the issue, either. 


The issue is whether the use of the picket 
line against political rallies, however tech- 
nically legal it may be, violates the sub- 
stance and spirit of free speech, or at least 
discloses the disdain of its users for the 
principle of free assembly. 

The very heart of the tradition of free 
speech is.that we have to cherish and pro- 
tect it for others if we are to preserve it 
for ourselves. The question which now is 
seriously raised for the first time in Amer- 
ican politics is this: Are union leaders, in 
attempting to lay down a sacrosanct picket 
line against Senator Taft’s public political 
rallies, doing grave violence to the kind of 
fair play and free speech which alone make 
possible public political rallies for all po- 
litical candidates, whether they be Repub- 
lican, Democratic, Socialist or Communist? 


Are They Boomerangs? 


As briefly as we n6éw are into 1948 elec- 
tion - mindedness, the political picket line 
does not look like a passing affair; its use is 
growing. Picket lines have demonstrated 
before or completely surrounded every audi- 
torium in every city in which the Senate 
leader of the Republican party has spoken 
on this trip except Reno, Nev. 

They are not casually arranged picket 
lines. They are carefully planned, elabo- 
rately staged picket lines. The AFL, CIO 


and rail brotherhoods have all been repre- . 


sented. 
As in Los Angeles, trucks are drawn up 
to the auditorium about two hours before 


the rally is scheduled, carrying the pick- 
eters and assorted equipment including 
banners, placards and blown-up caricatures. 
These bear epithets of varying degrees of 
ridicule and epithet. They range from the 
good-natured: “Taft, the Bosses’ Sweetie 
Pie” and the mild, “Employers Are Daft 
About Taft,” to the scurrilous, “Taft Is a 
Stinker” and “Chase R.A.T. Out of Con- 


The Senator himself appears to believe 
that these tactics are so unsportsmanlike, 
so extreme, so distasteful to majority opin- 
ion that they win more support for him- 
self than they stir up for his opponents. 
But their full effect is yet to be seen. 

The union leaders themselves seem sen- 
sitive to the possibility that the public will 
construe their mass picketing against po- 
litical rallies as representing a disdainful 
attitude toward free speech. In San Fran- 
cisco, for example, the CIO pickets distrib- 
uted leaflets proclaiming that they were 
“not demonstrating against free speech,” 
but only against Senator Taft's congres- 
sional record. 


The Issue: Free Speech 


But is this really true? Is not the instru- 
ment of political picketing a violation of 
the tradition of free speech and free as- 
sembly at these two central points?— 

1. The traditional picket line is intended 
to be inviolate and the unions expect union 
members and their non-union sympathizers 
not to cross them. Therefore, the political 
picket line is intended to keep people from 
attending picketed political rallies. 

2. The political picket line is a protest 
against views which the picketers don't 
like and don’t want to have heard. 

The tradition of free speech is that in 
order to preserve the right to express free- 
ly ideas which we do believe in, we must 
be ready and willing to preserve for others 
the right to express views we don't believe 


in. 

The issue here is not whether Senator 
Taft would make a good President or a bad 
one. The issue here is not whether union 
leaders have a good case against the Taft- 
Hartley Act or a bad one. The issue is 
whether we are going to act to encourage 
or to discourage public discussion of both 
sides as an essential part of the democratic 
process.

GANDHI AND STALIN, by Louis Fischer. (Harper 
Brothers, New York.) 


For two generations, Louis Fischer f 
traveled around the world, interpreting 
lands and leaders to Americans. For hit 
men are as important as economics or po 
tics, and he has used them as symbols 
the good and the evil he has found.

Louis Fischer The book is a seste 
of such short state 
ments, almost aphorisms on the dilemma o 
the liberal democrat. Are there only two 
roads: Reaction and Stalinism? (He core 
rectly terms it “Staligism” to indicate the 
personal nature of the totalitarian dicta- 
torship in Russia and in the Communist 
parties elsewhere.) Is it not possible to 
have a “mixed economy” combining private 
with government enterprise, large -with 
small business, maintaining land tenure 
but basing it on utilization by the owner 
himself? 


Fischer thinks it can be done, and that 
it is the only way to combine democratic 
liberties with economic security. He offers 
his word of hope and encouragement to 
offset the glitter of “success” of the totali- 
tarian states and the apathy which has set 
in because of the inability of capitalism, a 
ninteenth century mode of transportation, 
to keep up with the new streamlined mod- 
els. 

He then introduces “A plan for prevent- | 
ing war with Russia.” No need to “get | 
tough,” he says. Just make capitalist de- 
mocracy (in its new form of mixed econ- 
omy) supply more freedom, more security, 
institute a world governent, all without 
Russia. Russia must be left out because 
she is definitely against a mixed economy 
and because she wouldn't co-operate in the 
fight against totalitarianism. So, while this 
world government would be solving its 


problems, Russia and her satellites would 


be solving theirs, each ignoring the other. 


In the mixed-economy group, the people 
would be taught to emulate Gandhi and to 
abhor Stalin, to shun money and power and 
to remove prejudices, und then its bless- 
ings would fall upon all, for “its virtue 
would prove contagious. The future of de- 
mocracy in Russia depends on the future 
of democracy outside Russia.”

The other day a letter came 
to me from a woman who has 
just discovered some of the facts 
eoncerning the Navajo Indian 
tribes. She was under the im- 
pression that no one knew of the 
conditions as they exist, and I am 
sure it must have been discour- 
aging to her when I wrote that 
not only. did I think the Indian 
Bureau knew all about these con- 
ditions but, in all probability, Con- 
gress had been told about them a 
number of times. 

The Navajo situation primarily 
is a population problem. In 1868 
the tribe numbered about 9000 


people. Today there are more than 


„and they are incseasing at 


the rate of 1000 a year, which is 


considerably faster than the birth 
rate in the nation as a whole. 
The Navajo country covers about 
25,000 square miles but most of it 
is semi-desert. Part of the land is 
timbered and limited almost en- 
tirely to use as grazing land, and 
the soil is severely eroded. The 
range can carry. only about 520,000 
sheep, which is roughly 10 sheep 
per person, and the variety raised 
the Navajos produces less than 
per animal per year. About 
half an acre of ir ted land is 
the average used by a Navajo 
farmer and this returns him about 


$13.50, 


THEREFORE, a little over $80 
a year is the over-all average in- 
come for the Navajo. Only a com- 
paratively few of them are able to 
earn a little extra income through 


‘jos, and for years the appropria- 


tion bill for the Department of the 
Interior has stated that no federal 
funds appropriated in the bill may 
be used to buy land for Indian use 
in the states of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

The most s educa 
conditions exist among these peo- 
ple. There are 20,000 Navajo éhil- 
dren of school age, but the total 
school facilities, including fed- 
eral and mission schools, will ac- 
commodate only 6000 children. In 
view of the fact that in 1868 the 
United States made a solemn 
treaty with the trihe, promising 
a school and a téacher for every 
30 children of school age, this 
puts our Government in a decid- 
edly unpleasant light. Also, health 
conditions are deplorable. Roads 
through the area are poor, and 
this adds to the difficulties where 
health and education are con- 
cerned. 

The Department of Interior has 
a program designed to solve some 
of the problems of these people 
who once owned this white man’s 
land, and it would seem advisable 
for Congress to respect the treaty 
even if it was made with a con- 
quered people who no longer can 
menace our power. 

It is interesting to note that 
3400 Navajos were in World War 
II and 15,000 were. engaged in war 
work. Their war bond purchases 
and their contributions to she Red 
Cross were remarkable, consider- 
ing their small incomes. .

The Indonesian people probably 
sprang from a mixture of Poly- 
nesian and Mongoloid immigrants, 
together with Duaks, Battaks, 
Lampongs, and other Malayan 
groups. . 

The real purpose of this article 
is ta discuss the origin of the term 
Indonesia, and to give its literal 
meaning; and in so doing we shall 
learn about some other equally in- 
teresting names which should be 
in our vocabularies. . 

Indonesia is formed from Indo-, 
“Indian (East Indian),” plus 
-nesia, “island region,” from the 
Greek nesos, “island”; hence, “re- 
gion of East Indian islands.” 

The term Polynesia is from the 
Greek polys, “many,” plus -nesia; 
hence, “region of many islands.” 

Micronesia designates the almost 
countless islands of the Pacific 
east of the Philippines, such as 
the ‘Marianas, Caroline, Marshall 
and other groups, scene of some of 
the bitterest fighting in our war 
with Japan. Micronesia is formed 
from micro-; “very small,” plus 
-nesia; hence, “region of very 
small islands,” 

Melanesia designates the Pacific 
islands of New Caledonia, New 
Hebrides, Solomon, Admiralty, Bis- 
mark, Fiji, ete. Melanesia is from 
the Greek melasanos, “black,” plus 
-rresia; hence, “region of black 
(peopled) islands.” 

Now the people of these regions 
are known as Indonesians, Poly- 
nesians, Micronesians, and Mela- 
nesians. However, they.are loose- 
ly regarded as one racial group 
which is called Amphinesian, from 
the Greek amphi-, “both kinds,” 
plus -nesian, “of island region”; 
hence, “people of the various (Pa- 
cific) island regions.”

The Slang “Bathos.” 


NE of our readers asks if 
() ine slang term “bathos,” so 

commonly employed as syn- 
onymous with tearful, sentimental, 
silly, is a cerruption of pathos, 

This word, by its sound as well 
as its common usage, has deceived 
even those with a very keen sense 
of language into accepting it as a 
slang corruption of pathos. Actu- 
ally it means “deep,” its deriva- 
tion being from the Greek bathos, 
“depth”! 

In its modern English usage, 
“bathos” might be called slang 
which has been popularized by in- 
tellectuals in comparatively recent 
years, It has been a favorite with 
dramatie and literary critics, on 
whose part its use can be ration-. 
alized with its origin of “depth.” 
That is, “bathos” is a descent 
from the elevated to the common- 
place. 

Such descent from tragedy or 
profundity to surface emotional- 
ism ties up the present loose usage 
of the word with that Greek root 
meaning “depth.” So it came by 
the sense of ridiculous, ludicrous— 
opposite in meaning to that 
pathos which it might indeed bur- 
lesque, but with which it has 
no etymological connection; for

OME fall and winter varieties 

of squash have been found to 

be rich (about as zich as car- 
rots) in carotene, the substance 
from which the body manufactures 
Vitamin A. It is also an excellent 
source of carbohydrates and 
varieties such as delicious butter- 
cup, butter nut and the hubbards 
are good matches for potatoes is 
the diet. The first three varieties 
are rated especially palatable with 
a method of cooking that pre- 
serves sweetness, most all winter 
squash make fine eating. The best 
possible method for cooking all 
of these squash is baking because 
there is no loss of minerals or su- 
gar and when sugar and butter 
are spread on the top the last few 
minutes, a particularly tempting 
bubbly golden brown surface is ac- 
quired. 


How to Bake Squash. 


Cut the squash lengthwise in 
half, using cleaver or a saw-tooth 
knife; remove seeds, Squash may 
be cut in serving size pieces, if 
desired. Butter cut surfaces of 
either the halves or pieces and 
place cut side down on baking 
sheet; bake in a moderately hot 
even (400 F.) until tender when 
pricked with a fork. This will 
take about one-half hour for pieces 
of tender squash or one hour, or 
possibly longer for large halves of 
Hubbard squash. When tender 
(test with fork), remove from 
oven. Small squash may be sérved 
“on the half shell” with butter and 
salt. Larger squash may have the 
tender pulp scooped out and 
mashed with butter and salt, whip- 
ping up until smooth/and fluffy. 
Three pounds squash! will serve 
five. For a more elaborate dish, 
the mashed buttered squash maß 
be placed in a buttered casserole 
and the top covered with marsh- 
mallows. Place in’a hot oven (425 
F.) until the marshmallows are 
just toasted. .
